Approximately 40 adult Japanese 
and an undetermined number of 
children will be affected locally. 
Fourteen parcels of land Includ¬ 
ing five parcels of acreage are 
owned by Sierra Madre Japanese 
who also control five rented par¬ 
cels including one plot of acre¬ 
age. 

Most of the local Japanese fam¬ 
ilies are now well packed although 
It may be some time before they 
are asked to report to the Santa 
Anita induction center, from where 
they will go to a designated in¬ 
land camp, probably at Manzan- 
mar in the Owens Valley. Pri¬ 
ority removal will effect Japanese 
residents in defense areas at a 
much earlier time, while residents 
of communities such as Sierra 
Madre are expected to be inducted 
later. 

This week some families began 
disposing of furnishings and 
other personal property which 
they will be unable to take with 
them. However Sierra Madre 
friends are storing many articles 
for the duration. Disposition of 
property here is as yet unan¬ 
nounced but will be in accordance 
with the general evacuation plan 
which is providing every possible 
protection to the properties of 
families to be moved. 

Perry Miller, Farm Security 
Administration field agent, wHo 
has t been making a canvass of 
Japanese farms in this area said 
yesterday: “The Army has or¬ 
dered us to supervise the fair dis¬ 
position of this land and to keep 
up production. Therefore we are 
asking that all persons leasing or 
selling their land before evacuat¬ 
ing it let us know what deals 
they are making and clear their 
arrangements through us. We arc 
required to report to the Western 
Defense Command and the Fourth 
Army on all phases of our work.” 

Beginning tomorrow the Jap¬ 
anese curfew will become effec¬ 
tive, with all Japanese who are 
American citizens as well as 
aliens ordered to remain at home 
between the hours of 8 p.m. and 
6 a.m. The curfew also applies to 
German and Italian aliens, for¬ 
bids aliens to posses contraband 
articles including firearms, maps 
of strategic locations, flashlights, 
cameras and radio short wave re¬ 
ceiving or transmitting sets, and 
provides that all enemy aliens and 
Japanese Americans “shall be 
only at their place of residence or 
employment or traveling between 
those places or within a distance 
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The bad news for America has been piling up, but as 
far as winning the war is concerned, perhaps it’s just the 
sort of news required to shatter any further complacency. 
Maybe we need to shake the too comfortable conviction 
that, because we’ve won every war in the past, we can 
coast right through to victory in this one without stinting 
ourselves. 

If instead of the bad news, and those belt-tightening 
warnings about shortages from Washington, we heard that 
everything was just rosy, would our chance^ of victory be 
better ? Its’ very much to be doubted. The bitter medicine 
of recent weeks has helpfully shocked us to our senses. 

Our country is at war with the Axis, but has every 
citizen joined that war, cast off the easy-going pre-Pearl 
Harbor way of Jife, and taken the offensive? By a hundred 
acts, from civilian defense work and first aid training, from 
buying victory bonds to putting that extra ounce of drive 
into war production work, we can demonstrate that each of 
us personally is in the war, intent on helping smite the 
Jap and Nazi with all we’ve got. Not only in the forefront 
°-ii u fitting zone, but in every city, town and hamlet 
will the war against the Axis be won. We must watch for 
° r rnrno, ‘- mon ger who, knowingly or not, 
peddles the Axis line, hoping to make a break-through in 
our inner defenses by weakening faith in American leader¬ 
ship and war policy. The cool-headed, practical sense of the 
common man, plus our native fighting spirit, will show the 
A xl s of just what fibre America and her people are made! 1 ' 

We can take the bad news in our stride. That much is 
certain. Now let’s pitch in and deliver the goods in weapons 
in victory bonds, in general, all-round prepardness. that 
will insure the good news. 

Its’ time for every civilian to join the offensive on the 
home front!

Japanese schools in America 
have been nothing short of train¬ 
ing schools for spies, saboteurs 
and fifth columnists, Congressman 
Carl Hinshaw announced in Wash¬ 
ington this week as he introduced 
a bill in the House of Represen¬ 
tatives to prohibit the mainten¬ 
ance of foreign language schools 
in the United States. 

"It has been found," Hinshaw 
said, “that so-called Japanese 
language schools have been used 
for years for the purpose of in¬ 
doctrinating the American bora 
children of Japanese descent with 
the ideals of that country and 
their ancestry—in order to fasten 
upon them such ties to Japan as 
to make them suitable material 
either for the Japanese army or 
navy, their spy slstem or fifth 
column work. Many of the grad¬ 
uates of these Japanese language 
schools have been required to go 
to Japan for one or two years’ 
training and then return to the 
United States. Doubtless a good 
number of these post graduates 
are ready and willing to carry out 
any orders which may be given to 
them by the Japanese govern¬ 
ment and yet they retain Ameri¬ 
can citizenship. 

“Similar schools may be oper¬ 
ating In this country under the 
agents of the Nazi, Fascist or 
other foreign government—in the 
future, if not now." 

In expressing his hope that the 
bill would be adopted by Congress 
and approved by the President 
without delay, Mr. Hinshaw add¬ 
ed : “To let these things go on 
without legal restriction would be 
the height of folly." 


His candidacy for a seat in the 
city council cost former city man¬ 
ager A1 S. Myers his job as mail 
messenger at the Sierra Madre 
postoffice.

PROTECTION OF CHILD HEALTH 
GETS UNDER WAY HERE AS 
IMMUNIZATION STARTS 


Parents Urged To Cooperate 
With School Authorities 
During April 

Entering into the nation-wide 
program to conserve child health 
the Sierra Madre school Is par¬ 
ticipating in the imunmization 
program initiated by the President 
in nis recently issued May Day 
Child Health Day proclamation. 
The goal set Is that before May 
I, 1942, all children over nine 
months old shall be immunized 
against both smallpox and dip- 
theria, the two diseases which 
may be most effectively prevented 
through Immunization. 

Said Gerald Smith, school 
superintendent: "Such a program 
is particularly appropriate at the 


present time when, because of 
the war effort, many children are 
moving from their former en¬ 
vironments and are being sub¬ 
jected to many more serious haz¬ 
ards to (heir health than would 
occur under ordinary circum¬ 
stances. 

"The most important, universal¬ 
ly recommended Immunization 
measure is vaccination against 
smallpox. It should be done dur¬ 
ing the child's first year of life, 
again upon entering elementary 
school, and again upon entering 
the secondary school. It is import¬ 
ant to remember that a failure 
to 'take' does not Indicate irftmu- 
nity to smallpox.
